ADELPHI.—On Monday oight another successful novelty was 
added to the long list of popular pieces brought out at this 
Theatre, it is an o:iginal Romantic Burletta, entitled A Maiden’s 
Fame; or, a Legend of Lisbon, and it is from the pen of Mr. 
Bernard. The dialogue and language are good, the situations 
highly dramatic, and the incidents succeed each other with great 
rapidity, aod keep the sttentioa rivetted to the progress of the 
piece quite to the catestrophe, The following is au outline of 
the story :—Inez, (Mrs. Yates,) daughter of Count D’Afarache, 
(Yates,) is beloved by Jusn, (Lyov,) a Fisherman, who has 
saved her life. She returos his love, but the difference of their 
rank forbids their union. Inez bas another lover, a profligate, 
‘but rich merchant, Torijos:, (Saville) who is rejected by both 
father and daughter, but who coolrives by the assistance of 
Paquita, (Mrs. Nisbett,) to get into the chamber of Inez, at 
midnight. Inez is about to call to her attendants, when her 
father knocks at the door, and feuring his rege at discovering a 
man in her room, sho hides Torijos in a chesé, and to her horror 
On opening the chest, afier h-r father’s departure, she finds that 
the wretched man is dead. 

At this crisis, Jaan, who ha: wateed Turijos, enters by the 
window, and having heard the explanativo of Iaez, he removes 
ibe body, and throws it into the sea, When the body is found, a 
ring is on one of the fingers, b2!ooging toInez, whichTorijos had 
stolen to blast her fame with, shousd she not yield to his solicita- 
tions, which being made known to the Count, Inez, to clear ber 
fame, is obliged to inform her fatber of tha whole truth. Juan is 
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arrested on suspicion of the murder, taken to the Inquisition, and 
tortured to make him confess, but his love for Inez is stronger 
than his fear of death, ond he refuses to confess. Inez rushes te 
the Inquisition, determined to save ber heroic lover, but arrives 
too late, being but just in time te see her noble fisherman ex- 
pire on the rack. Guava,(O.Smith, ) a wandering fortune-teller, 
rouses the fishermen and mob of the city to endeavour to rescue 
Juan, but they also are too late. The piece was exceedingly 
well acted. Lyon, Yates and his clever wife, sustained their re- 
spective characters admirably, and the piece had the adjuncts of 
splendid scenery, dresses, end dances, to carry it through 
triumphantly. it was received with unbounded applause by a 
crowded house.
